Ten Teams Form 
Grid Circuit

A third major professional 
football league was born in New 
York City Sunday and Hart¬ 
ford’s Charter Oaks are in it. 

The Continental Professional 
Football League, made up of 10 
teams, will commence opera¬ 
tions next August. 

The league will have two di¬ 
visions. The Western Division 
will consist of Richmond, Va., 
Charleston, W. Va., Hartford, 
Providence and Fort Wayne, 
Ind. The Eastern Division will 
be made up of Philadelphia, 
Springfield, Mass., Newark, 
Toronto and Wheeling, W. Va. 

Don Brewer, general manag¬ 
er of the Charter Oaks, was 
named to the new league’s exe¬ 
cutive committee, along with 


Alex Schoenbaum of Charleston, 
Sol Rosen of Newark and Al 
Savill of Fort Wayne. 

Best of Both 

Brewer reported from New 
York Sunday night that the new 
circuit will be made up of the 
strongest teams in the former 
United League and the Atlantic 
Coast League, of which Hartford 
was a member last season. 

Newark, Richmond, Spring- 
field and Hartford dropped out 
of the Atlantic Coast circuit 
Saturday, leaving that league 
with eight teams for next year. 
Two other ACFL teams, West¬ 
chester and Atlanta, were 
dropped by the league for fail¬ 
ing to meet obligations. 

In the Continental setup, Can¬ 
ton. Ohio, the champion of the 
United League last fall, has 
transferred its franchise to 
Philadelphia. Toronto, which re¬ 
places Montreal, and Fort 
Wayne, which replaces Indian¬ 
apolis, were formerly UFL af¬ 
filiates. 

Brewer said that the Conti¬ 
nental League will play a 14- 
game schedule starting the 
week of Aug. 14 and running 
consecutively through Nov. 13.

He said that the executive 
committee had received fran : 


chise requests from six other 
cities while it was meeting in 
New York. 

The membership of the new 
circuit will act on these re¬ 
quests and any additional ones 
at the next meeting, scheduled 
Feb. 27 - 28 in New York. 

Brewer said the new league 
voted to adopt a constitution 
patterned after the National 
Football League and the Ameri¬ 
can Football League. 

Officials of the new loop in¬ 
tend to meet with Pete Rozelle, 
NFL commissioner, and Joe 
Foss, AFL commissioner, with¬ 
in the next few weeks. They 
expect such discussions will 
lead to suggestions as to how 
the new circuit can best serve 
the interests of pro football. 
Player Lmiit at 36 

The Continental League set a 
player limit at 36, with provi¬ 
sions for each club to maintain 
a five-man taxi squad. 

One of the first duties of the 
newly-appointed executive com¬ 
mittee is to screen candidates 
for the position of commission¬ 
er. 

In the meantime, the Atlantic 
Coast League, which suspended 
the five teams which joined the 
new circuit, announced that 
players from these clubs will 
be drafted under a provision 
that all player contracts revert 
to the league.
